Such specifications 
usually are left to experts. Purchas- 
ing departments are left to deter- 
mine the proper equipment, in case 
there are several of desirable type, to 
obtain the best bids. 

Hyde Opposed Naming Burner. 

It also has been disclosed that Gov. 
Hyde attempted to delete from the 
appropriation bills the specification 
for the Palmer burner, making the 
bills read “for heating plant, addi- 
tions. extensions, installations and re- 
pairs.” The committee, however, 
everruled him and 
bills the Palmer specification. 

Under the procedure in the Mis- 
souri Legislature the appropriations 
committees of the two houses, meet- 
ing jointiv, prepare the appropria- 
tion bills. which then are introduced 
‘in the House and are subject to 
amendment by either the House or 
the Senate.

Building Commission Plan. 


Because of the fact that the Gov-

son. He paints William as the man 
who tried for 30 years to maintain 
peace in Europe; but says he was 
foiled by the perfidious machina- 
tions of Great Britain, France and 
Russia. 

As long ago as 1905 the former 
Kaiser says he tried to found a league 
of nations. 

Although the complete book is not 
vet available, sufficient of the con- 
tents has leaked out to indicate 
the general trend of the entire work. 
The leak was principally due to the 
Berlin correspondent of the Rotter- 
dam Maasbode. 

The correspondent says the book 
begins with notes as far back as 
1884. (William ascended the throne 
in 1888.) 

“In some places.”” he adds, “‘the 
document is very interesting, espe- 
cially notes of Aug. 18, 1891. where 
he treats of the visit of William to 
Czar Alexander III at Naarvik, when 
the Czar said he hated the French 
republic and wanted to restote a 
monarchy in France. Sut already, 
the Kaiser, a Russian-French 
military agreement had been nego-' 
tiated saying that in the event of the 
mobilization of any member of the 
Triple Alliance (Dreibund) a mo- 
bilization. of French _and Russian 
forces would be ordered immediate- 
ly and these armies thrown into ac- 
tion at once.” 

English Proposal Declined. 

Under date of April 18, 1898, 
former Emperor wrote:

DUBLIN'S PEACE DISCUSSIONS. 

It is stated “on excellent authority’’ in reports 
from Dublin that the British Government and Sinn 
Fein have been conducting peace negotiations, 
through members of the Irish Labor party, acting as 


intermediaries, and that substantial progress has'| 


been made. 
In the light of other news from Ireland such asser- 


tion may seem rather rosy. With attacks from am- | 
bush by one side and acts of violence by the crown | 
forces, in which loss of life and destruction of prop-| 


erty are of almost daily occurrence, progress to- | 
wards peace sounds more like an aspiration than a’ 
fact. And with Premier Lloyd George stipulating | 
a cessation of attacks on the King's troops as pre- 
requisite to a discussion of peace terms and Sinn 
Fein demanding withdrawal of the Government’s 
forces before peace can be considered, the Dublin 
story taxes credulity. 

Nevertheless, it is through discussion that the. 
present intolerable condition of things in Ireland will | 
be ended. It is preposterous to imagine that Ireland 
can muster sufficient force to overpower the British | 
empire. It is equally preposterous to imagine that) 
the British empire will exterminate the Irish people 
by force. The way to a settlement lies through dis- 
cussion. That is the only way. And both sides, ob- 
viously, will have to make concessions. 

The present peace parleys at Dublin may fail. 
Future parleys may fail, too. But eventually a con- 
ference will be held out of which will come peace. 
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Under a new ruling real beer is to be manufactured 
fom medicinal purposes. Now jolly good fellows may 
drink to each other's ill-health. 
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CENSORSHIP LEGITIMIZED. 


In sustaining the lower courts which have refused 
to issue a mandamus requiring the Postmaster-Gen- 


Leader, Victor Berger's organ, the Supreme Court in 
effect legitimizes the arbitrary right of censorship 
in the United States. 

We see no way to avoid this conclusion. The court 
states that the case was brought up on the apparent 
theory that this Government, “competent to fight a 
foreign enemy,” is helpless to fight “an insidious 
enemy at home.” But that is not the theory voiced 
in the dissenting opinion of Associate Justice Bran- | 
deis when he says that any issue of the Leader vio- 
lating the law could be barred, but that there is no 
power to bar a pyblication indefinitely. 

This, it seems to us, is the fundamental issue at | 
stake—the right of the Government, through any | 
executive official, to impose an arbitrary censorship | 
which may be indefinitely maintained. The right. 
of the Government to “fight an insidious enemy at| 
home” would not be denied in merely denying the | 
Postmaster-General the arbitrary power of virtual | 
censorship or persecution. If such right is constitu- 
tional, let Congress act for itself in the matter and 
utilize in law whatever right it may have to enforce 
its will. | 

In all probability the announcement of the decision | 
will pass without a ripple over the heads of a busy | 
people. We are not predicting any immediate sup-'| 
pression of free expression in the United States on | 
account of it.

One of the first acts 
of the Harding administration was to order, in an 
identical note to each belligerent, a cessation of hos- 
tilities and the withdrawal of troops from the disputed 
territory. Costa Rica promptly complied, but, while 
Panama withdrew her military forces, her civil 
authorities remain in possession and her reply to the 
| State Department's recent note is understood to be 
unsatisfactory. 

It was. indicated some days ago by the Costa Rican 
Government that, having failed to secure an enforce- 
ment of its rights after complying with the decisions 
of President Loubet of France and Chief Justice 
White, it would appeal its case to the League of Na- 
tions. Now it is expected by some officials in Wash- 
ington that Panama, dissatisfied with the White 
award, will do the same.

ed. Meanwhile Mr. Denby had publicly revealed the 
deliberately agreed Harding policy. To come to an/'| 
agreement on the subject now either the Senatg or! 
the executive must reverse itself. |
